Brood  IX  of  the  periodical  Cicaoe  will  appear  in  1935*  This  is  a 
well  defined  'brO;Od  in  .southern  Uest- -Vi rgihra;.  western:  Virginia , and  extreme 
no.rthwestern  North  Carolina,'  with  scattered  recojds  throu-ghout  the  remainder 
of  West  Virginia  and  eastward  into- ■northern  Virgnn^' and  Mar-^’-land.  Even 
less  Positive  recorcn  of  single -year ’s  ap^narances  of  this  hroO'O  have  "been 
made  for  northern  Ohio,  sou thwe stern  liichigan,  and  northern  Indiana,  and 
Martxia. ’s  Vineyard,  Mass,.  The  last' was-,  only  recorded  in'1833* 

The'  unsuhstant iated  theoiP’'  of  acceleration  or  retardatio'n  of  certain 
individuals  of  any  given  ‘brood  mlgiit  account  for  some'  of  these  scattered 
records,  ‘This  hrood  was  first  recorded  in  1B33  and  "been  recorded  at 
every  subsequent  period  of  appearance.  A.  D.  Hophins,  by  a survey  carried 
on  in  1901,  did  most  to  delimit  the  range  of  this  interesting  brood  which 


nearly  exactly  fills  the  gap  between  the  three,  feci  of:  brood  X,  the  largest 
brood  of  the  17  year  race  duetto,  appear-  in  153^*  " -
